ed in the most graceful manner. When the con: 
test had been completed, the time of 411 seconds 
was marked on the time-board. This much be- 
low the time given for the performance of the 
feat, had the effect of bringing forth loud ap: 
plause from many friends of the company. 
The hose reel contest came next in order under 
the following rules; 

Kach company to provide for themselves a hose 
reel, on whieh shail be carried 250 feet of hose, 
connected. The same shall be weighed and one 
man allowed to every seventy-five pounds—no 
fractions; DO assistance in turning on water, at- 
taching to plug, attaching to pipe, or holding 
hose will be nllowed by others. but all work must 
be performed by the number of men aliowed to 

i. reel. Each company will be required to ran 


CULE 
two hundred yards, unree] from carriage one 
hundred feet of hose, attach to water at- 


lug, 
tach pipe and play water one hundied eet from 
end of pipe. The fire plug in all cases must be 
in ordinary condition—that is, ae and closed 
—and inspected by the judges before using. No 
second trial will be allowed except in cases of 
failure on part of the water works. Any failure 
to conform to the rules willrule the company out 
and no time will be allowed them. 
No. 1 led off, and after making a fine run, com- 
pleted the feat in one minute and five seconds, 
No. 2 then took their position, and after the 
necessary arrangements had been gone through 
with, the word ‘“‘go’’ was given. The boys ran 
well and their reel fairly bounded over the earth. 
While trying to adjust the nozzle to the pipe, the 
former slipped from the hands of the men who 
were holding it and several of them received a se- 
vere ducking. As no convection Was made, no 
time Was given. 
No. 4 then came for their share of the fun. The 
men ran well and each member performed his 
duties in a skilled manner. When their trial had 
been concluded the judges gave the time, which 
was one minute four and three-quarters of a 
second, which was one-quarter of a second better 
than the best time made so far. 
The next company that came in for its part of 
sport was Tallulah, No.3. The men on the reel 
looked the best and did their prettiest running. 
When the trial was over, it was generally con- 
ceded that some remarkable good time had been 
made. The jndges hung out their time-board, 
showing that the test had been made in ‘the re- 
markable short time of fifty-one and onc hali 
seconds.
